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LARGE BEQUEST FOfi STADIUM 

The'Late Captain Percival Molson '01, Celebrated McGill Grad. Remembers 
Alma Mater - $75,000 Bequeathed. Stadium now 
Practically Free From Debt. 



Word was recently received by the Governors of the University from the Executors of the will 
of the late Captain Percival Molson, of the splendid bequest of Seventy-five thousand dollars to- 
wards the cost of construction of the new Stadium. This magnificent bequest is typical of the donor, 
for not oidy was Captain Molson a star in the sporting field during the whole of his college car- 
eer, but from the day of his graduatioi^until he met his untimely end, he displayed the keenest inter- 
est in all matters pertaining to student interests, but more particularly in the line of sports. To his 
efforts was due, in a very large degree, the building of the Stadium. 

Construction was started on this project early in the fall of 1914, under the management of a 
committee of graduates. with the late Capt. Molson as Chairman. This committee had obtained a loan 
to finance the project, which had previously been submitted to and accepted by the Undergraduates 
of the University, and work was completed in the fall of 1015. Had it not been for the efforts of 
Capt. Molson it is doubtful if McGill would have possessed a stadium for many years to come, as 
negotiations were just completed before the outbreak of war. 

At the completion of the work the committee was saddled with a large financial responsibility, 
as the agreement with the student body stated that the interest on the loan would be borne by a 
Committee of Graduates until such time as the Students' Council were deriving a revenue from 
the use of the Stadium. 

This bequest will now make it possible for the students to take over the Stadium on the resump- 
tion of inter-colleginte activities practically free from debt. 

During his college career the late Captain Molson was prominent both in Track and Football ac- 
tivities, being Captain of the Track team in his Senior year (1901), the year of the memorable 
Oxford-Cambridge-Toronto-McGill meet. 
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First Council 1908-09 — Took Over Management of Student Affairs, 

A Record of Successful Administration.

The Students' Council, the execu- 
tive Council of the Students' Society, 
was formed and authorized by the 
University authorities In the spring: of 
1907 and took charge of student af- 
fairs during the session of 1908-09. 
Previous to the inception of the Coun- 
cil, all athletics were governed by a 
committee, appointed by the Governor 
of the University, named the Grounds 
Committee, under a system of appro- 
priating: so much money to each club, 
each Individual club handling thell 
own finances. Organizations, other 
than sporting, with the exception of 
the Literary and Debating Society, 
were governed by Individual students 
and financed by the members of the 
club or society. The Literary and De- 
bating Society was restricted to Arts 
students and obtained their backing 
from a compulsory fee of fifty cents 
from each undergraduate of the Arts 
Faculty. Athletics were supported bj 
a compulsory fee, from each under- 
graduate registered in the University, 
of three dollars, known as the ground.', 
and athletic fe,e. This money was 
paid to the Grounds Committee, by 
the University Authorities, and dis- 
bursed by the-Committee to the'sev- 
eral athletic organizations as they saw 
fit. Under this system it was found 
that there was absolutely no co-opera- 
tion between the various student or- 
ganizations, and during the session of 
1906-7 the idea of student government 
was advanced, after many conferences 
between leading student members of 
the faculty, and the Board of Govern- 
ors, the Infant of the' present form of 
government was born, and the seB- 
slon of 1908-9 saw the first attempt 
at McGill of student government of 
student affairs. This Council, under 
the Presidency of John Hackett, Law 
09, had probably the hardest task 
that was ever set before a student 
organization, for not only were they 
restricted as to finances, but they also 
had to face problems of which there 
was no precedent that they could re- 
fer to. Then again, the venture was 
received by the authorities as an ex- 
periment, and only tolerated as such. 
Mr. Hackett, however, was fortunate 
enough to have real men associated 
with him on the Council, including the 
late Capt. Guy M. Drummond, Arts 
'09; Capt. Gregor Barclay, Law '08; 
Dr. P. M. Auld, Med. *09; W. J. Gal- 
bralth, Scl. '09; Lt. J. A. DeLancy, 
Scl. '09; A. G. McGougan. Arts '09; 
Lt. W. L. Cassell, Scl. '13, and H. 
N. Wood, Scl. '11. 

The grounds and athletic 'fee now 
came under the control of the Coun- 
cil, from which they had to contri- 
bute a certain proportion of the cost 
of the upkeep of the University 
grounds. 

The Literary and Debating Society 
retained its own control, as also did the 
majority of the minor clubs and so- 
cieties, so that really speaking, the 
first year of the Council's existence 
meant only the transfer of the finan- 
cial control of athletics from the 
Grounds Committee to the students 
themselves. The first year, of the new 
venture cannot/be said to havo proved

a very wonderful success, but as It 
did not terminate disastrously It was 
allowed to continue for another year. 

The second year saw W.* S. Rob- 
ertson, Scl. '10, at the helm, and un- 
der his able guidance and with the 
assistance of having 'the previous 
Council's experiences to work on, the 
experiment started to take definite 
shape, nnd student government bid 
fair to become a permanency. The 
inadequate revenues were now begin- 
ning to be felt, and the deficit had 
mounted to the formidable sum of 
$4,000. • 

The following year, with Dr. John 
Harrison, Med. '12, as President, the 
clouds on the financial sky were In a 
large measure dispelled, as the Coun- 
cil, due in a large measure to the suc- 
cess of athletics and the increase in 
the number of students in the Univer- 
sity, showed a surplus on their year's 
activities of $3,800. A number of far- 
sighted students, however, recognized 
this as an abnormal year, and realiz- 
ing the financial Insecurity of ithe 
Council, started to cast about for some 
means whereby the definite revenues, 
such as fees, could be Increased. Var- 
ious systems In vogue in sister Uni- 
versities were investigated, and when 
reverses were again met with by Dr. 
G. S. Ramsay, Med. '12, and his Coun- 
cil in 1911-12, and the total deficit 
mounted to $2,900, serious measures 
were undertaken, as the result of 
which the universal fee was adopt- 
ed by the student body, and sanction- 
ed by the Board of Governors of the 
University. It was decided that this 
fee should amount to $10, and .should 
be compulsory to all full fledged men 
students and be collected by the Bur- 
sar of the University, along with tui- 
tion fees. The distribution of the fee 
was decided on as follows: 

To the, Students' Council— $6.00. ' 

To the McGill Union— $3.00, and to 
the Undergraduate Society of the fac- 
ulty In which tho studen' registered, 
$1.00. 

The proportion of the fee allotted 
to the Council was to be apportioned 
In the fpllowlng way: 

To the support at Athletics— $3.00. 

I 



Subscription to the Daily paper— 
$1.50. 

To the support of all other activi- 
ties than above mentioned — $1.50. 

Under this scheme the financial 
control of all clubs and societies, in- 
cluding the Literary and Debating So- 
ciety, was vested in the Council, the 
only exceptions to this rule being the 
Union and the Undergraduate Socle- 
ties, for which, as wUl be seen, spe- 
cial provision was made in the fee. 
This was definitely put into force the 
following session. The session of 1911- 
12 was very notable Inasmuch as It 
fostered the birth of the McGill Daily, 
which replaced the old tri-weekly 
martlet. This was the first attempt 
by any Canadian University ta pub- 
lish a Dally newspaper, in fact, to-day, 
McGill still stands alone in this field 
In Canada. The first year of the op- 
eration off the Universal fee the guid- 
ance of affairs was in the hands of 
John MacNaughton, Law '13, and ow- 
ing to the inexperience of running tho 
daily, and the inopportune venture or 
the Supply Room, very severe finan- 
cial reverses were suffered ,and the 
Council deficit amounted to the ap- 
palling sum of Sll.000. The majority 
of this amount was due to trades 
people, and very naturally it was a 
condition ir.ftt, if allowed to continue, 
would have had a very detrimental ef- 
fect on tie standing of the Univer- 
sity as a whole. It was at this per- 
iod that the beneficial effect of hav- 
ing graduates in sympathy with un- 
dergraduate activities was felt. A 
committee of graduates took the mat- 
ter in hand and through their efforts, 
a loan from an unnamed party was 
obtained to pay off all the liabilities 
and place the organization on a sound 
financial basis. This loan was ob- 
tained without interest, the only stip- 
ulation being that a graduate Controll- 
er, should be appointed, by the Gov- 
ernors of the University, who should 
have full control over all financial 
matters, until the loan was fully re- 
paid. Capt. George C. McDonald, Arts 
'04, was appointed to this position by 
the authorities, as It was to his ef- 
forts that matters had been smoothed 
out, and he, from his experience, and 
being a chartered accountant,, was in 
possession of a fuller understanding of 
conditions than any one else, at the 
some time being one of the class of 
younger graduates to whom the In- 
terests of the students were so vital. 
To the efforts -of Captain McDonald 
are due the whole hearted thanks of 
students of generations to come, for 
had it not been for his efforts In this 
crisis, it is very doubtful If the au- 
thorities would have allowed the stu- 
dents to retain control of their own 
activities. During this session a 
change was made In the modes of the 
election of the Council which Is re- 
ferred to later In this article. 

For the session of 1914-15, Captain 
Shirley G. Dixon, Law '15, was ap- 
pointed President of the Council, and 
under his hand and with the aid of 
the Controller and the reorganized 
system the Executive experienced the 
most successful financial season of 
Its history, the deficit being reduced 
from $11,000 to $1,200. This splendid 
showing was due to the largo regis- 
tration of students, there being 1,300 
full -members of the Students' Socie- 
ty, and the general success of all

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OUR AMERICAN BROTHERS.

It !■ superfluous to remark that there has existed between the 
United States and Canada, especially during the last twenty-five 
years, a remarkable feeling of friendship. Latterly the "North Am- 
erican idea," as it is sometimes called, has been growing in extent 
ength. Before the war this sentiment had all but ripened 
something stronger. The feeling of friendship had almost be- 
come one of kinship ;' and so constant had been the exchange of 
ideas and ideals that much that was originally American had be- 
come to a large extent ours as well. Indeed, no one would think of 
denying the interaction of the two countries. Probably also, we 
are safe in assuming that the advantages therefrom were mutual. 
Each profited by the advance of the other; and it appeared possible 
that the two great nations who occupied one Continent might some 
day be one people. 

When the Great War broke eut in Europe, and a large part" of 
the world' took sides, we looked to our brothers across the line for 
some definite pronouncement on their position. It is altogether 
likely that in our impatience we did not sufficiently weigh the quel? 
tion from their standpoint, but be that as it may, we were at first 
disappointed. For, instead of a hearty and complete sympathy, a 
certain indifference and apathy were everywhere evident. And 
when it. was finally impressed on us that the United States had de- 
termined to remain a neutral in the midst of the warring nations, we 
lost heart entirely. Some criticized, a few scoffed, and when actual 
indignities were heaped upon the head of our neutral neighbour, all 
were amazed at the spirit, or lack of spirit, with which these were 
borne. Under such circumstances it was inevitable that the broad 
■conceptions of the "North American idea" should be less thriving 
than formerly. A perceptible estrangement grew up, and even in 
College circles the gap was evident. 

' Between the University students of various countries there is 
bound to be a bond of sympathy, a tie, created by their common 
{pursuits. But in Canada it has been quite noticeable that, during 
tb« last' i wo academic years, thii attitude toward the students in the 
American Universities lias suffered a severe strain. While our 
boys were giving up their careers and lives, activities went on in 
!the usual way in the Colleges across the line, all undisturbed by the 
wmr which has raker our country and our College to its very root. 
(When Old McGill opened her dpors one year ago, there was a defin- 
itely defined feeling of regret that matters should stand thus. Many 
wondered if we had lost touch with the American student, or whe- 
ther he was made of different stuff. This Fall our regrets have 
vanished, and our reflections have become much more pleasant. We 
hail with delight our Brothers in Arms from the great republic to 
the south of us. 

As a University that has experienced three years of war and 
war conditions, we are fully aware of what the altered circumstances 
in the United States will mean to the educational institutions of that 
' country. They will be obliged to sacrifice, and they realize it. In 
/act, it is not unlikely that at this period of the war they are bet- 
ter acquainted than were we in 1914, with the extent and nature of 
the sacrifices which they will be called upon to make before vic- 
tory is won. If this be true, all the more should we honour them 
for the stand they have taken. 

-The value of our experience was not ignored; officers' training 
corps were organized and under way before the United States had 
been at war two weeks. In some cases those who joined these corps 
were granted entire exemption from class attendance, In all cases 
enthusiasm, such as is only typical of American youth, was dis- 
played. It is too soon for results, but we are confident that the 
Gpilege students who leave their work in the United States to take up 
à greater work in Europe will make good.

At the conference of School Trus- 
tees of the Protestant Schools of the 
Pro vine*, held la Montreal on Wed- 
nesday, October 3, a deputation was 
received urging them to support an 
amendment to the law, to make it 
possible for women to serve on School 
Boards. The deputation was com- 
posed of Dr. Ritchie England, Misa 
Norrls. présidant of tha Protestant 
Teachers" Association, Miss Brittain, 
member of the Protestant Committee 
of the Council of Public Instruction- tor 
the Province, and Misa Hurlbett, war- 
den of the Royal Victoria College. 

The necessity was urged of bavins 
women representatives on the Board, 
on the ground that women, have a 
finer insight into the needs of chil- 
dren, and as to what would suit, them 
best, than men have, and that mothers 
would have a voice in the manner in 
which children should be educated. 

Quebec la the only province, in Can- 
ada where women are not able to 
serve in this capacity; and it prac- 
tically shares with Germany, alone 
this distinction, for in Great Britain, 
a}) Britten Dominions, the European 
countries and the v. s . A- It if per- 
mitted, and in some cases required 
that women serve in this eepaerfty. 

Mis* Hurlbatt impressed upon tb* 
Committee two sapeote of (bit mat' 
ter that are of special interest: 

"Firstly, there U a growing sense 
that a community must do its VtMMt 
to give the beet possible chare* to 
its children and y oung people: and 
secondly, there is an Isereaeliif evN 
oenoe of 0>e existence «f a law Dum- 
ber of women, In town and country, 
able to find time from home cares to 
devote to publie caueee." 

In regard to the first,— it la beln* 
borne in upon all who reflect (and 
who is there who i» not forced to. re- 
flect to-day?) ~that the country that' 
does not make an effort to liberate 
all the possibilities for growth In Its 
children, for Intelligence and for use- 
fulness will suffer in proportion to 
its neglect. • • ■ Hence there opens 
a ylatg of all that should be done by 
every community to prompt* the 
growth of tte children, physically, In- 
tellectually and morally. And the scene 
pf a greater part of this work must 
be the school. . . . When we con- 
sider condition* of poverty, ill-heallh, 
home disabilities, it must be antici- 
pated that the school* will take on 
new and greater responsibilities. 

In regard to the second argument, 
we may not ignore the energy and 
zeal, the good sense and ability shown 
,by women In their present patriotic 
work. It would he a cruel waste of 
resources to neglect the use' of such 
available seal and ability in the life 
of the nation of the future. 

And in what field could such leis- 
ure, zeal and ability be better used 
than In helping the development of à 
sane and efficient education for thé 
future citizens of the country?"

The fifty-third annual convention 
of the Provincial Association of Pro- 
testant Teachers of Quebec com- 
mences to-night at 8 p.m.. with a 
meeting of the executive in the Com- 
mon Room of the High School, 719 
University Street. Dr. Symonds, chair- 
man of the Protestant Board of 
School Commissioners of Montreal, 
will formally open the convention at 

9 am. to-morrow. The morning ses- 
sion from » a-m. to 12 noon will in- 
clude the reading of reports and other 
busineae. Attendance at thia session 
is urgently requested, as the report 
of the executive will, deal with the 
proposed amendments to clauses • and 

10 of the Constitution. \ 

The convention will be divided into 
three sections, the Superior School 
section, whose meeting! will be held 
in the gymnasium; the Elementary 
School section, which will hold Its 
meetings in the Assembly Hall, and 
the Primary and Kindergarten sec- 
tion in Room SO, on the fourth floor. 

A feature of this year's convention 
will be the subject of education in 
relation to the war. Prof. Patty S. 
Hill, of Columbia University, who has 
-ns4e a special study of child 
isychology, will lecture on the de- 
/eiopment pf the child's year in 
school, also en the Montessori system 
ts it may be applied to kindergarten 
ind primary work In rural city 
school*. 

"Preparation for Citizenship in 
After-war Conditions," will be dealt 
with by Sir George Foster, Minister of 
Trade and Commerce. Prof. J.- Mac- 
Naughton, Professor of Classics at 
MoOill University, will lecture on 
"Education and the War whilst Prof. 
F. H. Sexton, vocational officer for 
Quebec and the Maritime Provinces, 
will apeak on the "Claims of Re- 
turned Soldiers— a Test of Good Citi- 
zenship." 

Methods of teaching the French 
language will also be discussed; model 
lessons in French will be given by 
Mr. Rene E. Raguln (Superior School 
eectlon), and by Mr. F. R. Robert 
(Elementary section). 

Nature study, physical training and 
other interesting subjects will come 
up for discussion, and a paper en- 
titled "Tbe Children's Challenge to 
the Community," will be read by the 
Rev. Dr. E. I. Rexford.

LEEDS VILLAGE. — A memorial 
service waH held In the Presbyterian 
Church, Leeds village. The building 
was filled with sympathizing friends 
and relatives who came to pay their 
last tribute of respect to the late Les- 
lie H. Parker, Scl. '18, Flight Lieuten- 
ant R.N.A.S., who was killed in ac- 
tion "somewhere in France" on June 
14, 1917. The interior of the church 
was decorated with British, French 
and American flags and the altar table 
was covered with beautiful flowers. 
The scholars of the Sunday school, 
Which the deceased attended, present- 
ed a beautiful wreath. The pastor,, 
Rev. T. S. St. Aubin, gave an address 
appropriate to the occasion. He gave a 
brief resume of the life of deceased, 
and an account of thé manner in 
which he, met his death. He read an 
extract from a letter received from one 
of his comrades, Flight Lieut. F. E.> 
Armstrong, who said: > 

('The commanding officer's praise of 
Leslie was marvelous. He was one 
of my best pilots, and he could be de- 
thj^pended upon at all times to do more 
than his share of the work. The night 
he was lost he was out with another 
flight (other than his own), and was 
on the rear of the formation. While 
quite a distance 6ver the lines the 
flight encountered a hostile squadron. 
There was a strong head wind and they 
found themselves sandwiched In be- 
tween two flights of Huns — one above 
and the other below. The leader made 
a dive at the lower plane Intending to 
get a start on the upper bunch, but 
after the dive they never saw Leslie 
again. He stopped up top to fight 
the Huns alone. The rest of our 
squadron got back In safety. This 
morning the boys of his squadron said 
the Huns had dropped a list of the 
ntlsslng pilots over the line,, and Les- 
lie's name was among those listed as 
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Fitter, Mutin, Mann, McKuma, 
Haekett and Mubtna

Prof. Htif h Black Addresses 
Large and Appreciative 
Audience. 



Tueday morning saw the inaugura* 
tlon of the Jubilee Celebration of tht 
Presbyterian College. Coupled with 
this very important event in the his- 
tory of the College is the Annual 
Alumni Conference held here every 
year. A very great number of the 
Alumni of the College have gathered 
together not only to celebrate the 
Jubilee of their Alma Mater, not only 
to engage In deep and serious theo- 
logical discussion, but to renew ac- 
quaintances and to live again the hap- 
py days spent within the College walla 
The Alumni of the College are scat- 
tered far and wide. They have entered 
all posai'» c- fields of activity connect- 
ed with the Church, and have gone to 
the ends of the earth in doing so. 
Necessarily, only those In presbyteries 
and parishes contiguous to the city 
are enabled to' attend. Some have 
come from the neighboring city of To- 
ronto to contribute to the programme, 
and to receive honour at the hands of 
the Alma Mater. 

In view of the importance of the oc- 
casion the Alumni Association have 
worked long and vigorously to. pro- 
cure the very best speakers to lead 
the thoughts of the Conference. 
Branches of study Important to the 
practical accomplishment of the 
Church's work as well as to stimu- 
late the Intellect have been mapped 
out, and experts In these various de- 
partments have come to speak. In all 
about fifty Alumni ara present on this 
occasion. 

The Conferene* opened with a pa- 
per on "Early Types of Christianity." 
by Mr. F. 8. Mackenile, who is Trav- 
elling Fellow of the Theological Fac- 
ulty, and at present pursuing his post 
graduate work at Harvard. The paper 
was a prodigious piece of work, in- 
volving a great deal of careful pre- 
paration. The speaker showed at once 
his mastery over the subject In hand, 
as well ' as his splendid scholarly 
achievements. He showed in a very 
illuminating manner the diverse con- 
ditions of early Christian thought, and 
the consequently wide possibilities of 
Interpretation in the years preceding a. 
definite fixing and unifying of . Chris- 
tian thought. The paper was much 
appreciated by the large audience who 
listened to it. Mr. McKenile was, 
heartily thanked for his very fine and 
scholarly contribution to the Confer- 
ence. 

To those who' have long been con- 
nected with the College, and who have 
watched its growth from infancy.' to 
its présent - middle,' hr not elderly Age. 
the paper giving a4tlstorieat sketch of 
the College by the Rev. Norman Mac- 
Leod of St. Anne> de Bellevue, <w*s. a 
feature of interest. Ha. traced its his- 
tory from its inception In the bWhe 
ment of Crescent St. Church, through 
all its vicissitudes to Its present post

The great intellectual treat of the 
Conference is the . course of lectures 
being delivered on the transition from 
Paganism to Christianity, by Prof. 
Callander, of Quean's. So popular have 
these lectures become that , the large 
attendance necessitated the hold- 
ing of them in the David Morrice Hall 
Instead of in the class room as at first 
arranged. Prof, Callander shows him- 
self a devoted seeker after the truth. 
His work an the Pagan religion Is 
second to none, and his linking them 
up with the early and indeed later 
thought and practise of Christianity 
Is most fascinating. These lectures 
are but in the process of delrVery. 
That they shed a new and interesting 
light on the New Testament is recog- 
nised by all. They give us a new con- 
ception of St. Paul and his tremen- 
dous Influence in shaping and mould- 
ing the great Evangel of the world. 
The close of these lectures will be 
followed by a discussion led by Prof, 
Welsh, which will doubtless prove In- 
teresting and instructive. 

The afternoon session or sederunt, 
if we may be permitted to use Pres- 
byterian terms, was devoted to a most 
Interesting paper by Prof. Lochhsad, 
of Macdonald College, on "The Coun- 
try Church." This was a masterly 
piece of work, and showed on the part 
of the speaker not only an Interest 
In agricultural pursuits, but also an 
intense desire for the betterment of 
rural communities along moral, re- 
ligious and social Unes. The discus- 
sion which followed was opened by 
the Rev. D. N. Coburn, of Ormstown. 
Que. 

Undoubtedly, the crowning event of 
the Conference, although not at the 
end, was the Convocation held on 
Tuesday night. The Annual Spring 
Convention was held over for this oc 
caslon. The David Morrice Hall was 
packed to overflowing with the friends 
of the College who, with the Hall and 
Alumni and students, had come to 
celebrate Us 50th birthday.

gave a most admirable address on the 
subject. Dr. Robertson Is the first 
authority to speak on Sunday School 
work in Canada. He has for a num- 
ber of years occupied the position of 
General Secretary of Sunday School 
Work in the Presbyterian Church of 
Canada. The Rev. W. O. Rothney, 
another educationalist, opened the ra- 
ther lengthy and Interesting discussion 
which followed. 

The afternoon session was devoted 
to a discussion on The Practical Vie 
of Theological Material, led by a pa- 
per of splendid literary merit and 
much careful thought from Dr. Har- 
vey Jellle. The discussion which fol- 
lowed was led by Rev. Prof. Welsh, 
and also taken part, in by Rev. Prin- 
cipal Ritchie, of Nottingham Colkrr?. 
England, who is here to deliver a 
course of lectures on Homlletlcs to 
the students of the Joint Theological 
Colleges. -, • 

The evening session was one of- 
much importance and great Interest, 
The meeting began with an act of 
commemoration for the -benefactors 
principals, professors and students 
who have fallen in the war. An in 
tereatlng feature was the unveiling of 
a handsome art painting of the late 
Prin.

He was the son of G. F. Girdwood, 
M.D. of Edinburgh University, who, 
hailing from the little Scottish town 
of l'olmont,< in Stirlingshire, went to 
London, and married Miss Susan 
Sophia Bazeley, daughter of the Rev. 
Thomas Bazeley, rector of Lavenham, 
Suffolk, and chaplain to H.R.H. the 
Duke of Gloucester. 

Born In London on October 21, 1832, 
he received his early education at a 
private school, and subsequently en- 
tered University College and St. 
George's School of Medicine. He was 
admitted a member of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons of England in 18i>4, 
and for a short time served as house 
surgeon In the Liverpool Infirmary. In 
the same year he was gazetted assist- 
ant surgeon of Her Majesty's Grena- 
dier Guards. 

Dr. Girdwood accompanied the 1st 
Battalion of the Grenadier Guards to 
Canada at the time of the famous 
Trent affair, in 1862, and on Its re- 
turn to England In 18(4, retired from 
the army to take up his permanent 
residence and practice in Montreal. 

In 1865 he took the degree of 
M.D, CM., at McGill University. 

He served for some years as sur- 
geon of the Third Victoria Rifles, and 
served with that regiment at the front 
during the Fenian troubles, later re- 
ceiving the medai. Not long after he 
was promoted to be a medical staff 
officer of the Militia of Canada. 

In 1869 he was appointed Lecturer 
In Practical Chemistry in the Faculty 
of Medicine at McGill. In 1872 he be- 
came Professor of Practical Chemis- 
try, and In 1879 Professor of Chemis- 
try, holding his chair with great ad- 
vantage to the University until 1902, 
when he retired from active teaching, 
and was then named Emeritus Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry. 

For twelve years he was surgeon to 
the Montreal Dispensary and to the 
Montreal General Hospital, and, fol- 
lowing this service, was appointed Con- 
sulting Surgeon to both institutions. 
He also became Consulting Suitteon to 
the Children's Memorial Hospital; 
Consultant Physician in the X-Ray 
Department of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, and Chief Medical Officer of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway.

Dr. Girdwood was a former Presl 
dent of the Roentgen Society of Am- 
erica; vice-president of the Canadian 
Branch of the Society of Chemical 
Industry; a Fellow of the Chemical 
8oclety and also of the Chemical In- 
stitute of Great Britain. 

On the organization of the Royal 
Society of Canada by the Marquis of 
Lome (late Duko of Argyll), then 
Oovernor-Genernl, In 1882, Dr. Gird- 
wood was appointed one of the ori- 
ginal Fellows of that body. 

He was a member of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons of the 
Provinces of Quebec, Ontario and 
British Columbia; of both the Brit- 
ish and the American Associations for 
the advancement. of Science; of the 
Montreal Natural History Society: and 
of t,he Montreal Microscopical Socie- 
ty, of which he was elected president 
In 1892. 

In his busy life he. found time to 
contribute many valuable articles on 
professional subjects to the London 
Lancet, the Montreal Medical Jour- 
nal and the Transections of the 
Royal Society of Cu la. 

The funeral of the late Dr. Gird- 
wood' will be held this afternoon at 
2.30 p.m., from his residence, 615 
University Street.

athletic activities. The Kugby Foot- 
ball Club repeated its success of the 
previous year in winning the Inter- 
collegiate Championship and showed 
the largest financial surplus of the 
club's history, namely, $3,200. The 
Dally also contributed largely to the 
general success by finishing the year 
with a surplus of $1,200, also a record, 
It was during this session that the 
idea of developing Macdonald Park 
was first mooted. This property, one 
of the many munificent gifts of the 
late Sir William Macdonald, was con- 
ceded by experts to be as fine à nat- 
ural site for the construction of a sta- 
dium as any on the continent. This 
idea did not come to a head until the 
following session, when a committee 
of graduates, headed by the late Cap 
tain Perclval Molson, and our Con- 
troller, Captain George C. McDonald, 
put their plans In concrete form be- 
fore the Board of Governors and the 
student body. The Council of 1914-15 
under the Presidency of Lt. J. Arthur 
Mathewson, Law '15, faced a big 
problem In handling this situation, as 
although thc% fully realized the ne- 
cessity of a new Campus, and that the 
Graduates' Societies wero working 
heart and soul in the Interests of the 
student body, yet the financial obliga- 
tions Involved appeared to be an al- 
most insurmountable difficulty, 
Briefly, the conditions were these — A 
loan was to be obtained for the con 
structlon of the Stadium, the final 
cost of which was estimated at $75 
080. Interest on this amount at the 
rate of 6 per cent, was to be a first 
charge on all gate receipts. The cost 
of administration waft to be borne by 
the Council, provisions also being 
made for a sinking fund for the re 
tirement of the loan. In the event of 
the gate receipts being insufficient to 
meet the Interest charge, this item 
was to be met by a commttteo of 
graduates who agreed to guarantee 
the interest. The actual control was 
to be vested in a graduates' commit 
tee, on which the President of the 
Council and the President of the Ath- 
letic Association sat without a vote, 
Financial control was to be exercised 
by this committee having the ap 
polntment of the Controller. 

In the meantime tho financial af 
fairs of tho Council had continued to 
improve, and tho loan raised two years 
previously had been fully paid off, 
and the Council finished their year 
with a surplus for their operations of 
$3,000 — In which the Dally and the 
Rugby Football Club were again big 
factors. 

This condition 'removed the difficul- 
ty regarding the appointees' of the 
Controller and the Stadium scheme, 
after many weary nights of discus- 
sion, both by the graduates and the 
students, was adopted. Owing to the 
outbreak of war the Stadium has not 
as yet been taken over by the Council, 
so that the financial . responsibility 
still resta upon the shoulders of the 
graduate guarantors. 

Early In the spring of 1915 the Dally 
indulged in its largest venture, and 
published a war supplement of sixty 
pages, of which ten thousand copies 
were disposed. 

Owing to enlistment for overseas 
service of our Controller, Capt. George 
C. McDonald, he resigned, to_ follow 
In the footsteps of- Capt. Gregor Bar 
clay, a former member of the Coun> 
cil, in raising a reinforcing company 
for the celebrated Princess Pat's. C. 
I<. I.- 
Major Walter Molsori, Arts '04. was 
appointed to the vacant position, and 
took office with the Council of 191."- 
16, under the Presidency of Lt. A. G. 
Lamb, Med. '17. At the opening of 
this session the memorable decision of 
suspending all Inter-collegiate activi- 
ties for the duration of the war, was 
arrived at. This condition removed 
many opportunities of revenue from 
the Council, but despite this fact 
and the reduction in the number of 
students In attendance at the Uni- 
versity, this- Council was successful In 
following in the fooujteps of the two 
preceding years, and showed a sur- 
plus on the session's operations of 
$2,600. 

This object was arrived at without 
depriving any of the clubs or socle- 
ties of any necessary financial sup- 
port, In fact, the minor activities re- 
ceived more attention and encourage- 
ment than In previous years. 

Last session the Council was under 
the leadership of Mr. F. B. Common, 
Law '16. This session saw the small- 
est registration of students In many 
years. Despite the large reduction in 
revenue from fees and loss of all rev- 
enue from Inter-college activities, the 
Council also fell in line with a sur- 
plus of $1,400. Again minor activi- 
ties received a greater part of the 
Council's attention. In the latter .part 
of the session Major Walter Molson 
enlisted for overseas service, and re- 
signed his position a s Controller, his 
place being filled by Mr. A. F. Byers 
Sci. 1900. 

The object and functions of the 
Council may best be defined by quot- 
ing from the constitution of the Stu- 
dents' Society. Under the heading of 
"Objects," it states: 

"To promote the general Interests of 
the Students. Its functions are main- 
ly to administer the finances of the 
affiliated clubs and Societies, and to 
act as a medium between the stu- 
dents and the University authorities, 
and the general public. ' 

The Council ' is composed of ten 
members, as follows: 

(A) The President of the Students* 
Society, who shall be Chairman. 

(B) The President of tho Union. 

(C) The four Presidents of the 
Football, Hockey and Track Clubs, 
and of the Athletic Association. The 
above members shall serve for one 
year from the first day, of July fol- 
lowing their election. 

(D) One representative from each of 
the four faculties, who' shall be elect- 
ed by tho students of such faculty, 
from the Junior Class thereof, be- 
tween November the 20th, arid De- 
cember the 10th in each year. Nom-

The money for the erection of a suit- 
able fence was passed by the Stu- 
dents' Council in the spring. 

The Tennis Club Is still living, aa 
shown by the new nets, tapes, roof 
and water pipe laid down this year. It 
is up to the fellows to keep lt a flour- 
ishing concern. 

Membership tickets can be obtained 
from Mr. Melville, at the office in the 
Union, Mr. Newsam, and Mr. Branch, 
at Strathcona Hall. 

The rates ae the very nominal sums 
of $2 for undergraduates, $3 for grad- 
uates, and outside members .$7 per 
season, ladies being half fees. •'

Previous to the session of 1914-15, 
the elections for the Council were all 
held at the same time, which meant 
that a new Council was liable to 
start its work without having a mem- 
ber possessed of any previous experi- 
ence. This lack of continuity was 
eradicated by having the representa- 
tives of the Faculties elected to serve 
from January to December, while the 
balance of the 'Executive continued to 
serve from July to June of the fol- 
lowing year. Thus a Council starts
